OLD AND NEW METHODS 

OF HARVESTING MAPLE 

SUGAR AND SYRUP 

WE HAVE to thank our red- 
skin brethren for the dis- 
covering of the secret of the 
maple tree. Before the white settler 
ever trod the woods of the Do- 
minion, the Indian had learned tho 
tin of extracting and concentrating 
t».> delicious sail. Hia methods', if 

i!iewh:it iTiide, were none the less 
effective. During the (list thuw of 
the season the trees would be gashed 
with the tomahawk; a chip Inserted 
lo serve as a spoilt, and a birch-burk 
dish placed to receive the savory 
liquid. The boiling process was then 
accomplished with the use of earth- 
ern kettles and a small quantity ot 
thick, dark-colored liquid was ex- 1 
I meted, which, being the only sugar 
supply the Indian had, was naturally 
prized. 

To the early white settlers, Un- 
accustomed to the rigors of a strange 
climate, and reduced as they often 
were to the verge of famine, this 
source of sugar was highly valued. 
They followed closely the methods of 
the Indians, except that copper or 
iron kettles were substituted for the 
earthen vessels. About fifty years 
ago tliess primitive methods were 
•iunpiseded. but even now the natives 
of Quebec scorn the new-fangled 
appliances and still follow in the 
footsteps of their ancestors. Where 
scientific, methods are followed the 
syrifp is clear and almost colorless; 
ot exquisite flavor, and on this ac- 
count secures a ready market. The 
auger has replaced the tomahawk, ur 
axe; lidded buckets are used , in 
place of the birch-bark "enso"; the 
kettle has given place to the evapo- 
rating pan, and even the wooden 
spout is seldom seen, its place being 
taken by melal taps of a handier 
shape. 

Tapping usually begins in the early 
part of April, and the softer variety 
of maple, known as the sugar maple, 
is treated. A hole i» drilled, prefer- 
ably -on the sunny side, three-eights 
of an inch in diameter and in a 
slightly upward dlrectiun. The point 
of tapping is about three feet or a 
little less from the ground and where 
the bark has a healthy look. Into 
this boring Is Inserted a metal tap 
or spigot, fitting snugly to exclude 
the air, and ul the base of I lie tree 
a pail, usually of tin, is placed. 

Sup ferments and deteriorates 
very quickly after leaving the tree, 
so that the sooner il is boiled down 
to syrup the better will be the prod- 
net. Sap gathering begins, there- 
fore, as soon ns there is ahuut a 
quart in the bucket. The collector 
travels from tree to tree emptying 
the liquid into a large container 
which Is carried on an odd-looking 
sleigh known as a "Juniper." The 
container Is then taken lo the evapo- 
rating house and its contents dumped 
into a storage lank; when enough 
has been gathered the great wood 
fires are lighted under the cauldrons 
and very shortly the sap. of which 
!17 per cent. Is water, begins In siz- 
zle, threatening to over-run the sides 
in the manner of boiling milk. The 
modern method at preventing (his is 
to add lard, or even cream. 

Oood Judgment on the part of the 
farmer Is neeessary when the "syrup- 
Ins-off" Is if> commence. If the sap 
is not think enough it will quickly 
sour, and IT too thick It will quickly 
crystallize into hiikiii*. In modern 
plants this handicap Is overcome by 
the use of the thermometer and 
saccliurometer. To obtain the sugar, 
the syrup Is boiled again, the clear 
fluid having drat been filtered. Once 
again the farmer's skill is brought 
Into play. The scientific; Instruments 
arc not generally used, but the ex- 
perienced farmor knows what, to do 
and usually succeeds. He packs a 
little snow or Ice and then pours

The 
amount of sugar graded ns No. 1 by 
Government Inspectors is less than 
10 per cent, of the output. But such 
a' great demand is there for the 
superior grades that the fabulous 
prices paid would make the fanners 
of a century ago gasp with aston- 
ishment.
